Cases Reported 


Two new cases of poliomyeli­ 
tis have been reported, bringing 
the total in Delta County to 18 
since August 6. 
The new cases, taken yesterday 
to St. Luke’s hospital in Marquette, 
were Susan Croswell, 3, daughter 
of Mr. and Mrs. Eugene Croswell 
of Bay View; and Mikki Peterson. 
9, son of Mr. and Mrs. Eberhard 
Peterson, 1016 Minnesota avenue. 
Gladstone. 
The Croswell child has a slight 
involvement of a leg and the neck. 
61 Cases In U. P. 
The Peterson boy is a brother of 
Phillip Peterson, 5, who was taken 
1 to Marquette Sept. 3. Philip is af­ 
flicted with paralytic bulbar polio. 
Since the outbreak of the cur­ 
rent polio epidemic, 61 
Upper 
Peninsula cases have been report­ 
ed. In 1940. the last serious epi­ 
demic, the total number of Upper 
Michigan cases for the year was 
155, 12 of which were from Delta 
County. 
Five of the eases reported from 
Delta County involve children of 
school age. With the exception of 
one 19-year-old, all 
the 
others 
were under five years of age. 
Thus fai this year, Schoolcraft 
county has reported three cases 
of polio, as against 4 in 1940; and 
Alger county has had one this 
year. In 1940, 13 cases were re­ 
ported from Alger county. 
Two Deaths This Year 
Two deaths have resulted from 
polio this year, one a Menominee 
child, and the other Roger Belang­ 
er of Gladstone. In 1951. there 
were no deaths in Upper Michigan 
from polio, but 39 cases were re­ 
ported. 
All polio cases and suspects, that 
is those with symptoms of the di­ 
sease, must be isolated, D r Willi­ 
am C. Harrison, Delta-Menominee 
health director, pointed out today. 
However, there are no restrictions 
on persons exposed to the disease

Governor Wil­ 
liams cha reed that the Republican Legis­ 
lature must assume responsibility for the 
riots for failure to meet all of the gov­ 
ernor's requests for more guards and more 
appropriations for prison management. 
Since April the

population 
at 
Jackson has dropped about 450. Extra cots 
that once lined floors of some of the cell­ 
blocks art* no longer necessary. Much of 
the relief was made possible by a transfer 
ol inmates to other institutions.

West Must Build 


Invincible Power 
TJ'ROM the political rostrums a good deal 
is being heard these days about libera­ 
ting Hie captive lands of Eastern Europe 
from the crushing Soviet grip. But when 
it comes to details, the promises trail off 
into thin air. 
There is surely 
nothing 
wrong 
with 
stating that we can never, as a matter of 
principle, accept the permanent subjuga­ 
tion of the eastern satellites to Russian 
tyranny 
We cannot recognize 
conquest. 
by w hatever means. 
It is well thai we tell these peoples and 
the whole world again and again that we 
stand for freedom in Eastern Europe, as 
we do everywhere else. 
But it is something else to talk as if we 
were going to embark on liberating ad­ 
ventures the 
day 
after 
tomorrow. 
We 
should make clear in all our assertions of 
support for the oppressed of Eastern Eu- 
lope that we are not inciting them to early 
revolt. 
To say anything to them in a way that 
may interpret as encouragement 
to 
re­ 
bellion is to play with their very lives. We 
can never forget the Warsaw massacre of 
World War ll, when eager Poles rose up 
prematurely to strike at their Nazi con­ 
querors. 
Obviously we cannot mean at this time 
lo stir even guerrilla W a l l a c e on any sys­ 
tematic, sustained scale. Struggle of this 
sort must inevitably fail if it is not finally 
assisted by other measures, perhaps 
in­ 
cluding invasion bv friends of the oppress­ 
ed. There is not the slightest sign that any 
such decisive measures are in the making. 
Much as we want to help these nations, 
ive h a le to face the 
brutal truth 
that 
there is not a lot we can do concretely to 
a lei them now. Naturally we must aid the 
refuges who courageously break across tile 
Soviet-patrolled borders of Iron Curtain 
country. Naturally, too. ive must bombard 
the satellites with propaganda aimed 
at 
keeping tne tires of freedom going bright­ 
ly. 
To a Pole or a Czech who wants free­ 
dom in his lifetime, however, that may not 
be altogether satisfactory. Some of them, 
understandably, may actually hope for a t 
general war, believing that out of it will 
come quicker liberation. Yet the realists 
behind the Curtain must doubt that liber­ 
ty bought at the price ot the ruin spread 
by another great war is well purchased. 
The one best hope for 
the 
enchained 
Eastern Europeans probably lies in 
con­ 
fronting the Soviet Union 
with 
such 
a 
mass of Western strength that the 
Rus­ 
sians cannot move aggressively anywhere. 
From then on. Russian power would seem 
destined inescapably to diminsh. And 
that happened, the Kremlin’s grasp on the 
satellites would be loosened. 
This may not sound like much to otter j 
tile millions who live for the day of liber- I 
adon. But any greater promise at this time | 
would be delusion, ii not outright decep­ 
tion. 


There’s probably bad news for a lot of 
un uspecting stromachs coming out of the 
political campaign.

What do the Yankees want with 
Keller?

disc. Manager Casey Stengel sup­ 
plied the answer: 
"Charley l o o k e d pretty good 
working out with us and we can 
use another pinchhitter. You never 
can tell, maybe he’ll deliver one 
that could mean a lot to us.” 
Maybe Stengel figures Keller will 
provide his club with a psycholo­ 
gical lift. The sight of King Kong 
Keller at the plate has sent chills 
running down plenty of pitchers’ 
backs. Charley, who first became 
a Yankee in 1939, might still be 
blasting the ball as a regular if it 
hadn’t been for that back injury. 
How does Charley feel about be­ 
ing a Yankee for the second time? 
"There’s

said, as he ran his hands over
